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Past "Outstanding Citizen” Winners 
Served Community in Many Ways

Greenbelt’s Outstanding 
Citizen for 1982 was not ex¬ 
actly surprised, he said, 
when his name—Charlie 
Schwan—was called out at 
that exciting moment at the 
opening ceremonies of the 
Labor Day Festival when 
the whole town learns who 
will receive the special tri¬ 
bute for that year. The name 
of the winner has customari¬ 
ly been a closely-guarded se¬ 
cret But when family mem¬ 
bers or close friends, let in 
on the good news, have to 
make sure that the recipient 
will actually be in the crowd 
around the reviewing stand, 
things can get difficult. In 
Charlie’s case, he began to 
suspect when his good 
friend, Mayor Gil Weiden- 
feld, told him “some cocka- 
mamie story about why I 
should be here.” 

Ln the case of Ralph Noble, 
winner in 1979, the surprise was 
absolute. His wife persuaded him 
to go because she wanted to lis¬ 
ten to the live band concert that 
always precedes the announce¬ 
ment. But last year's winner, 
Mary Lou Williamson, in her role 
as editor-in-chief of the Green- 
belt News Review, is always 
there anyway. The announcement 
is the scoop of the Festival. 

It was not always that way, 
however. The Outstanding Citizen 
award, like everything else, had 
a beginning. Sometime in 1973 


someone had an idea that this 
might be a nice thing to do, a 
way of recognizing what is spe¬ 
cial about this community—its 
high degree of voluntary service 
and cooperative action. The win¬ 
ner could sit in the place of honor 
at the Labor Day parade, serving 
as Parade Marshal. Perhaps the 
time was ripe. Greenbelt was by 
then 36 years old, mature enough 
to begin to reflect on its own 
history. 

Now the award is, of course, a 
tradition and Greenbelt’s history 
longer. As we look backward at 
our past in preparation for the 
city’s 50th anniversary, perhaps 
we should take another look at 
this tradition. 

Special Qualities 

What does it take to be chosen 
as an Outstanding Citizen of 
Greenbelt? Previous winners fail 
to fit a particular model. Some 
have been innovators. That would 
characterize Jim Cassels, the 
choice in 1978, who was recog 
nized for his instrumental role 
in establishing Twin Pines and 
Greenbelt CARES and the new 
facility for elderly housing that 
was under construction at that 
time and which has since been 
named Green Ridge House. 

On the other hand, the 1983 
winner, A1 Herling, was called 
a “preserver.” He was credited 
with preserving the News Review 
(in his role as co-chair of the 
citizen committee to raise funds 
for a libel suit against this news¬ 
paper that went all the way to 
the Supreme Court); preserving 
the Greenbelt Library (previous¬ 
ly only a room in the Center 


School that was to be closed in 
favor of an out-of-town facility); 
preserving Center School itself, 
an art deco masterpiece which 
the Board of Education was talk¬ 
ing of razing; and preserving the 
Greenbelt Theater through de¬ 
velopment of the Greenbelt Arts 
Center. 

Some winners have been rec¬ 
ognized for special caring ser¬ 
vices to individuals, youth groups, 
and the elderly. Ths description 
would characterize the very first 
recipient — A1 Cousin — whose 
work over many years as Scout¬ 
master of Troop No. 746 led to 
his selection The same might be 
said of Henry Fischer, 1975 
winner, whose leadership in 
health care issues was note¬ 
worthy. Fischer chaired a Lion’s 
Club committee that established 
screening tests for diabetes, glau¬ 
coma, tuberculosis, hearing loss, 
hypertension, and blood disorders. 
He also had received statewide 
recognition for work with the 
Heart Association of Southern 
Maryland and with the Lion’s 
Club Eye Bank. 

The Reverend Kenneth Buker. 
1976 winner, was also in this 
mold. At the age of 80, he was 
recognized for his work with the 
Boy Scouts, Greenbelt CARES, 
and the Golden Age Club. Clara 
Brandt, who was bowled over by 
the news that she was the 1980 
winner, was acclaimed for her 
years of quiet devotion to those 
in need. She had organized relief 
funds and drives for families af¬ 
flicted by fires and other casual¬ 
ties, volunteered for many years 
at St. Elizabeth’s Hospital in the 
District and at the Greenbelt 
Nursing Home, and offered as¬ 
sistance on a personal basis to 
neighbors and friends. She was 
described as one “whose lifestyle 
has been filled with compassion, 
generosity, and helpfulness for 
others.” 

Without question, the most 
exuberant recipient of the award 
for similar services was Jose 
Morales, If “Greenbelt is great!” 
as he said, on receiving the 
award, Greenbelt thought the 
1984 winner was also great. As 
president of the Springhill Lake 
PTA, he had served the young. 
As president of the Senior Citi¬ 
zens Housing Committee, he 
served the old. And as a fund¬ 
raiser for the Cultural Arts Cen¬ 
ter and member of the city's 
Community Relations Advisory 
Board, he served the in-between. 
And on every Saturday, he re¬ 
members the residents of Green 
Ridge House in a very special 
way—by transporting them in 
his own car to do their weekly 
grocery shopping. 

The Libel Suit 

Charles Schwan, as well as A1 
Herling (they were co-chairs), 
was recognized for his important 
role in mustering a strong com¬ 
munity response in support of 
the News Review when it was 
sued for libel. The event drew 
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Greenbelt Labor Day 
Festival Committee, 
Inc.

SPRINGHILL LAKE FIRE 
DISPLACES 25 FAMILIES

Twenty-five families were displaced by a two-alarm fire 
at 5917 Cherry wood Terrace on Thursday night, July 17. 
The first firefighters arrived at the scene at 6:20 p.m. and 
the fire was under control by 7 p.m. 

The Branchville fire department, who were the first to 
arrive, found heavy smoke and fire coming from a top floor 
apartment. Five firefighters had to be taken to area hospi¬ 
tals and were treated for smoke inhalation and heat exhaus¬ 
tion. Three were released and two kept overnight for ob¬ 
servation. 


Other fire departments arriv¬ 
ing on the first alarm were: 
Greenbelt, Hyattsville, Beltsville, 
Riverdale Heights and a rescue 
squad from Berwyn Heights. A 
second alarm was put out and 
five more departments respond¬ 
ed, plus a paramedical and an 
emergency command unit. 

By 10:30 Thursday night all 
people who needed housing were 
taken care of through the help of 
the Office of Emergency Planning 
of Prince Georges County. Only 
two apartments were destroyed; 
the rest suffered water or smoke 
damage and loss of utilities. 

Damage to the building has 
been established at $200,000 to 
$250,000 and to the contents, 
$ 100 , 000 . 

According to Lewis Beall, sen¬ 
ior property manager for the 
Lerner Company, owners of 
Springhill Lake (SHL), 28 apart¬ 
ments in two buildings were in¬ 
volved. Three of these were va¬ 
cant. Eight of the 25 families 
were back in their apartments 
with all utilities restored by Fri¬ 
day night. Of the 17 other fami¬ 
lies, most have been given apart¬ 
ments in SHL. SHL management 
also gave each family a $100 al 
lowance toward moving costs. 

Beall praised the Red Cross, 
who he said, were helpful and 
professional. The Red Cross is 
remaining in contact and working 
closely with the families involved. 

Children playing with matches 
caused the fire, according to Tony 
Di Stefano, public relations offi¬ 
cer for the Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty Fire Department. DiStefano 
pointed out that on February 19, 
1985 a similar fire in the ad¬ 
jacent building at 5915 Cherry- 
wood Terrace was also attributed 
to children playing with matches. 

The county fire department, in 
an attempt to help to educate 
children on the dangers of play¬ 
ing with matches, has a Fire 
Hawks Program.. Parents who 
have a child who shows a ten¬ 
dency to play with or tends to 
try to get attention by playing 
with matches can request that 
the child be a participant in the 
program. Each child is paired 
with a firefighter in a compan¬ 
ion role who will counsel the 
child about the fallacy and dan¬ 
gers of playing with matches. 
These firefighters are “volun¬ 
teers,” some from the paid staff 
and some from the volunteer fire¬ 
fighting staff, Di Stefano said 
there is a need for more “volun¬ 
teers.”

Greenbelt Police Warn 
Women of Would-be Thief

Last week, after a brief car 
chase, Maryland State Police cap¬ 
tured the man who has become 
known as the “Good Samaritan” 
thief, the man who has victimized 
dozens of elderly women motor¬ 
ists in the Baltimore to Laurel 
areas for the past month. Driv¬ 
ing up in a stolen car, he would 
warn a lone woman driver that 
her car had a flaming muffler or 
a wobbly wheel and offer to help. 
When the woman got out of the 
car he would jump in and drive 
off. stealing money and valuables 
from purses left in the cars. De¬ 
scribed as a white man who was 
attractive and well-mannered, he 
became known as the “Good Sa¬ 
maritan’’ thief. 

Although a suspect is now in 
custody. Greenbelt police have 
issued an alert for an imitator 
attempting to use a similar modus 
operands in the Greenbelt area. 
They report that on Tuesday and 
Wednesday, July 15 and 16, wom¬ 
en motorists in the vicinity of the 
Greenway Shopping Center were 
approached by a man telling them 
of non-existent mechanical prob¬ 
lems with their cars. However, he 
seems to have been less success¬ 
ful in inspiring the kind of con¬ 
fidence achieved by the “Good 
Samaritan” thief, since none of 
the women left their cars. 

The imitator is described as 
black, possibly African, with a 
“wild, scraggly” hair style, op¬ 
erating what is believed to be 
a tan Volvo with Virginia regis¬ 
tration plates. 

Greenbelt police urge women 
motorists, to avoid becoming vic¬ 
tims, to drive to a safe location 
or a service station before check¬ 
ing their cars, when approached 
in this manner.

Edwin J. Murray, 72, died July 
10 in Doctor’s Hospital after a 
long illness. He is survived by 
his wife of 38 years, Mary; and 
his daughter, Marilyn Low, of 
Greenbelt; a son, Dennis, of 
Staten Island, New York; and by 
three grandchildren. 

Mr. Murray was born on Man¬ 
hattan Island in New York and 
raised in Brooklyn, attending 
schools there. Finishing high 
school as the Great Depression 
was worsening, he chose to attend 
business college where he stood 
out for his typing and shorthand 
skills. He began working for the 
Immigration Service of the De¬ 
partment of Justice as an inves¬ 
tigator and was transferred to 
Washington, D.C. in 1948. With 
his family he moved into one 
of the houses in the newly formed 
Greenbelt Homes housing coop¬ 
erative in 1952, living on Ridge 
Road next door to his sister, 
Dorothy Holland. 

He was transferred back to 
New York three years later and 
spent the rest of his working 
career there. He retired in 1969, 
having received several citations 
for outstanding performance. 

The Murrays remembered 
Greenbelt as a good place to live 
and upon retirement there was 
just one place they wanted to go 
—home to Greenbelt. Here he was 
a member of St. Hugh s parish, 
of the Holy Name Society of St. 
Hugh’s, of the Knights of Colum¬ 
bus and of the Golden Age Club. 

Mr. Murray had had polio as a 
child and walked with the aid 
of crutches. Until the last few 
years of his life this did not keep 
him from walking to the Center 
where he enjoyed meeting and 
talking with his many friends 
and neighbors. 

He had a severe heart attack 
three years ago hut had three 
years on borrowed time to enjoy 
his family, and they to be with 
him. 

Catherine D. Schoeb. 83, one 
of the original residents of 
Greenbelt, died of a heart ail¬ 
ment July 12 at her home in Bal¬ 
timore. 

She was born in Syracuse, N.Y., 
and came to the Washington area 
in the early 193C’s. In 1938 she 
and her husband were among the 
first families to move into Green¬ 
belt. Her son Richard was the 
first boy to be born in the new 
town. The two oldest children 
attended Center School and the 
old Greenbelt High, now Green¬ 
belt Middle School. All four chil¬ 
dren worked at the swimming 
pool as lifeguards or in the office. 
The family home was in 33-N 
Ridge. 

Like the other original resi¬ 
dents the Schoebs were active in 
almost every organization in 
town. They were among the 
original members of what became 
St. Hugh’s, which at first shared 
a priest with Berwyn. Among 
Mrs. Schoeb’s activities was 
helping to organize a group that 
helped newcomers to the com¬ 
munity. 

In the early 1940’s she began 
working as a secretary at the 
Plant Industry Station at the 
Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center, a position she held for 
thirty years. She lived in Green¬ 
belt until 1981, when she moved 
to Potomac to live with her son. 
She moved to Baltimore a month 
before her death. 

Her husband, William M. 
Schoeb. died in 1967. Survivors 
include three sons, William E. of 
Round Hill, Va., Donald R., of 
Fairfax, and Richard J., of Po¬ 
tomac; one daughter, Joan Butler 
of Timonium; 17 grandchildren 
and three great-grandchildren.

"Check Us Out" 

In recent times reading about 
development / developers and 
Greenbelt is a weekly occurrence 
in the News Review, (i.e. Green- 
brook, Smith-Ewing, Golden Tri¬ 
angle, etc.) So we have been pa¬ 
tient. Reading about local in¬ 
itiatives that require great co¬ 
operation, personal involvement, 
ingenuity and a desire to improve 
Greenbelt are nearly as common, 
(i.e. Bond Issues, S&L Crisis, 
Charette, Museum, etc.) So we 
have waited for our big moment. 
I guess you just haven’t noticed 
us, even though it seems most 
of Greenbelt has. 

My husband and I and our 
future neighbors have spent the 
better part of most evenings 
since groundbreaking on June 2, 
entertaining and answering the 
questions of fellow Greenbelters 
about how the new homes on 
Research Rd. and Ridge Rd. have 
come to be. People initially think 
some developer is building a new 
subdivision that will be for sale. 

One of the first and most im¬ 
portant question we receive from 
those walking up to inspect prog- 
gess is ‘'Are you from Green- 
belt?” It tells a lot about this 
city and why we worked so hard 
to secure this land and build on 
it. My husband and I almost feel 
apologetic that we can claim only 
15 and 8 years respectively, 
though we are native Prince 
Georgians. To answer the orig¬ 
inal question “Yes!” Most of the 
home builders for Farmgate and 
Northridge live in or near Green¬ 
belt and have for varying lengths 
of time, and we want to stay 
because “Greenbelt is Great.” We 
love trees and are designing our 
homes to preserve them. We hate 
gridlock traffic and will not add 
to that horrendous problem, and 
we want to be an enhancement 
to the quality of life in Green- 
belt.

What Is a Hearing For? 

One member of the City Coun¬ 
cil says any disagreement or 
criticism of the establishment of 
a museum, whether critical of 
the concept or wishing to know 
how much it will cost the city, 
and therefore the taxpayer, is 
negative and should be reconsid¬ 
ered. I, for one, object to being 
accused of being “wrapped up in 
myself.” If that were so I would 
never come to a public hearing. 
They are decidedly no fun! 

A member of the museum com¬ 
mittee says any opposition for 
whatever reason is undemocratic 
and he is glad he is not an an¬ 
archist who wants to live in a 
condition of no change. Evident¬ 
ly if we oppose his views, we are, 
by implication, anarchists who 
oppose change! 

I thought it very democratic to 
have different views and I al¬ 
ways understood the Constitution 
guaranteed our right to express 
them. What is the purpose of a 
hearing if everyone must have 
the same opinion? Isn’t it politic 
at least for the Council to re¬ 
frain from characterizing the 
opinions of any faction as nega¬ 
tive? In fact should not the 
Council refrain from taking sides 
at a hearing? The Council will 
certainly make a decision as to 
how tax money is spent and I 
should expect to hear their rea¬ 
sons for their vote at that time. 

So far as the museum is con¬ 
cerned, Greenbelt Homes, the 
only area to be involved, since it 
seems its history is all that is 
to be depicted in an original 
house, is a County Historical 
Community already. It is a living 
museum. Any group interested in 
studying the planned city will be 
primarily interested in looking 
at the architecture, the lay of 
the land and the original plans, 
which presumably are in the Tug- 
well room of the library. I would 
think even the Cultural Center 
would be more serviceable to all 


Greenbelters than a museum. 

It is a matter of how tax 
money is used that interests me. 
Every time I hear anything about 
the museum, the City’s share of 
the expenses grows. Now we are 
talking about five years financial 
support and two Greenbelt 
houses. 

Mr. Herling made a very elo¬ 
quent speech in favor of the mu¬ 
seum and I hope that he is right 
that thousands of people will 
come and visit the museum, but 
I also hope it won’t cost the 
taxpayers of Greenbelt more than 
we can afford to establish and 
keep it up, and that it will not 
be given priority over more com¬ 
munity serving projects.

for A1 and Elaine Skolnik the 
only joint award ever given. Al» 
as reporter and president of the 
Greenbelt Cooperative Publishing 
Association, and Elaine as re¬ 
porter and researcher had worked 
so closely together and endured 
together the stress of the law¬ 
suit, in which A1 was co¬ 
defendant with, the newspaper, 
that it was impossible to recog¬ 
nize one without the other. “The 
burden (of the libel suit) was 
carried for four years,” the tes¬ 
timonial noted, in presenting the 
award, “in the face of adverse 
lower court rulings until final 
vindication was gained in a 
unanimous decision of the U.S. 
Supreme Court.” 

William Hoff, like Schwan a 
former city council member, was 
recognized for over 30 years of 
public service, including partici¬ 
pation with the Washington Met¬ 
ropolitan Council of Governments. 
He and Schwan both also served 
GHI for many years, in commit¬ 
tees and in Schwan’s case as 
president of the board of direc¬ 
tors.

Greenbelt’s oasis — otherwise 
known as the County Library— 
holds many delights to lure hot 
and dusty patrons into its air- 
conditioned rooms. 

If one must vacation elsewhere, 
the library offers 6-week-long 
checkout for paperbacks during 
the summer months. 

In the listening corner stand 
a record player and a cassette 
player and two sets of earphones. 
There are over 500 compact discs 
as well as the regular collection 
of records and cassettes to listen 
to at the library or to check out 
and take home. 

Over 140 magazines and about 
15 newspapers (including the 
New York Times and Wall Street 
Journal) surround an area of 
easy chairs and tables, and all 
non-current magazines, pamphlets 
and maps can be checked out. 
There are also microfilm / micro¬ 
fiche readers / printers for those 
researching back issues. 

Videotapes and 16-mm films 
can be ordered through our local 
library, and framed paintings and
